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Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which fonns the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary sl<il[ in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Carney et al (EP 0300972). 

Carney et al teach N-benzoyl-N'-thienyl-ureas useful for controlling pests which 
are positional isomers of the instant compounds, that is, a 2,5,6 versus a 2,4,5 di- or tri- 
halo on the benzoyl ring. Carney et al compositions can be in water and can also 
contain another active ingredient ( see pg.4, line 56 and 57 ) as is also in the instant 
case. 

Positional Isomers are considered to be obvious variants in the compound 
chemistry art due to their structural similarity. Consequently, it would have been prima 
facie obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the application was filed 
to prepare a positional isomers of the l<nown compounds of Carney et al, motivation 
being that positional isomers are obvious variants which are expected to possess the 
same or similar properties as their exemplified counterparts, absent some unobvious or 
unexpected result.
